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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawanishi et al (US # 5,889,235) in view of Salmonsen et al (US # 4,344,493). 
Kawanishi discloses a weighing device in which a target object is put in a container and 
a conveyer weighing weighs the target object put in the container, and the target object 
is discharged while a container selected in a container stock unit is moved in a 
discharge unit is disclosed. In Kawanishi there is no clear description if the conveyer 
weighing weighs the target object put in the container without stopping the movement of 
the container. However, that the conveyer weighing weighs goods without stopping their 
movement is known in the art as shown by the example of Salmonsen; Therefore,

applying the non-stop weighing conveyer to the invention of Kawanishi is would have 
been obvious motivated by a need to increase throughput.
